The growing suspicion of edu- 
cated men and women merely 
because they are educated, was 
arother point made. The pres- 
sures on ministers and laymen 
alike who venture into the issues 
of their time, were still another. 

The founders of the Republic 
certainly were not afraid of con- 
troversy.

Automobile liability insurance rate reductions which will 
save Georgia policyholders an estimated $1,000,000 annually - 
will go into effect Wednesday, Insurance Commissioner Zack 
Cravey said Tuesday. 

Cravey also announced adjustment in fire insurance 
rates on farm property, effective April 1. He said new rates 
will mean an annual saving of about $400,000 in fire insur- 
ance premiums. 

Rate reductions ranging from 9 to 32 per cent are slated 
for approximately one-fourth of the private passenger cars 
insured by member and subscriber companies of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty Underwriters. 

Among those who will pay lower rates are fathers who 
have daughters under the age of 25, but no sons under that 
age who drive the family car. Husbands over 
wives are under that age will also pay less. 

Cravey explained rates were adjusted ‘‘to recognize that 
the family car is a less hazardous risk when youthful driv- 
ers are young women rather than young men.”’ 

A 10 per cent reduction in premiums was announced for 
drivers under 25 who have completed accredited drivers’ 
training courses approved by the National Education Assn.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 15 — The 
hydrogen bomb tested by the 
United States a year ago pol- 
luted a 7,000-square-mile area 
with lethal radioactive fallout, the 
Atomic Energy Commission re- 
ported today. 

So contaminated was the area 
that the survival of humans 
‘might have depended upon 
prompt evacuation of the area or 
upon taking shelter and other 
protective measures,”’ the AEC 
asserted. 

The Pacific Ocean area sub- 
jected to the fallout was almost 
as large as the 7,836 square miles 
of land and inland water in the 
state of New Jersey. (It was ap- 
proximately one-eighth the size of 
Georgia.) 

The AEC report was its first 
official estimate of radioactive 
perils beyond the point of a nu- 
clear blast, 

The commission said it hoped 
thet dangers of an atomic war 
would never be experienced by 
mankind. .It noted that in the 
event of an atomic war there 
were “‘many simple and highly 
effective measures’’ that could be 
taken by individuals to reduce 
casualties outside the immediate 
area of complete or near-com- 
plete destruction,

Under 
the twin pressures of increasing enrollment and 
the consequent classroom construction, the 
present trend of cost is not likely to be 
reversedin the next decade.” 

More children in Georgia schools (and the 
number is increasing at the rate of 30,000 a 
year) push up over-all costs. 

But for each individual child, educators point 
out, a high school education costs more today.

In Bern, Switzerland, anti-Communist 
Romanians carried out a daring raid and 
took over the mene: legation in that 
city. 

In Copenhagen, uninest a Romanian 
legation chauffeur fled to the local police 
and requested political asylum. Danish 
police gained entry to the legation to de- 
termine if the escapee’s wife was being 
held as a hostage. The bride of eight 
months denounced her husband for his 
act and gave no appearance of being a 
captive—but she may have been doing 
an excellent job of acting. The chauffeur 
said he and his wife had planned to flee 
together, being unable to endure Commu- 
nist life any longer. 

These two incidents point up the fact 
that the recent shift of government in 
Russia is having an effect. Every time 
the Kremlin reveals its own instability it 
lessens its prestige in the satellite coun- 
tries. 

There may be no cracks in the Krem- 
lin’s wall, but the inability to determine 
policy and the contradictory shifts, de- 
nouncements and purges, all tend to make 
others believe the cracks are there. 

Certainly this is no time for the United 
States to abandon its program of aid to 
the free peoples. Nor is it wise to reduce 
our Voice of America program, We ap- 
parently have put down, by the common 
sense of the people, the McCarthy plague. 
But fear and suspicion remain, They are 
not good for the body politic of a free 
people. 

We can defeat communism only .by 
demonstrating that our idea of life and 
government is the better one. We cannot 
allow McCarthy and his followers to de- 
story freedom by claiming to protect it. 

The Romanian anti-Communists hope 
for freedom and are willing to die for it. 

. . Let us be willing to live for it. 


House Should A pprove 
Senate’s Home Rule Bill 


Two bills were introduced in this ses- 
sion of the General Assembly to make 
home rule possible for Georgia commu- 
nities. Both would have accomplished the 
purpose. 

Unfortunately, the House bill has been 
bottled up in committee. The Senate bill 
has been approved by that body and is 
now before the House. It deserves passage. 

The measure, Senate Bill No. 69, was 
offered by Sen. Ernest McDonald, of Whit- 
field County. It makes home rule per- 
missive. No town is forced to accept it 
except of its own volition. It permits city 
charters to be amended by a petition of 
the city council or 20 per cent of regis- 
tered voters. Such amendments must be 
approved by a referendum of all voters 
of the community. 

The bill is based on sound reasoning 
and expertence. Local communities are 
entitled to a full measure of participation 
in local governments, if they so desire it. 
Decentralization of authority is in the best 
interests of democratic government. 

Every time they have had an oppor- 
tunity to vote on it, the people of Geor- 
gia have approved home rule. Thus far it 
has been denied them. Seventy-five per 
cent of all bills that are passed by the 
Legislature are still local in application. 

Because of certain peculiar situations, 
some communities do not want home rule. 
This bill does not force it upon them 
Those communities who do want it should 
be entitled to a full measure of local 
autonomy. The House has the opportunity 
and should pass Senate Bill No. 69. 


Highway Board Wants 


Some Broader Powers 


The highway board is in favor of a 
bill before the General Assembly which 
would give them more selectivity in 
awarding road contracts. 

In the case of competitive bids, the 
contract now is given to the lowest Bidder. 
In theory this is fine, but according to 
board member Dixon Oxford, the lowest 
bidder may not be able to do the job 
properly. The result has been some pret- 
ty shabby road building in Georgia, as 
any traveler can plainly see. 

Under the new plan, contractors would 
be classified on the basis of size, experi- 
ence and other qualifications. Only the 
big operators would bid on the big jobs 
and so on. Mr, Oxford explained the bill 
would give the board broader powers in 
refusing bids, but that the general prin- 
ciple of awarding contracts to the lowest 
bidder would be continued. 

We are in favor of anything that in- 
‘sures the taxpayer getting his money’s 
worth. Obviously, some amateurs have 
been awarded some important Georgia 
road contracts in the past. This measure, 
however, could be a two-edged sword, If 
the wrong crowd were in control, this pro- 
tective provision could give the board an 
excellent excuse to throw business to

their friends by announcing that other 
bidders simply were not competent to do 
the job properly.

The Law and Criminals 
Make Dangerous Allies 


The Federal Government has indicted 
12 persons in middle Georgia on charges 
based on violation of liquor and revenue 
laws. Of the total, seven were law en- 
forcement officers or former officers on 
the state, county and local level. 

The indictments are only allegations, 
They are not evidences of guilt. Never- 
theless they are interesting in view of 
past troubles in some Georgia counties 
and the series of shocking events that 
led to murders and finally the purging of 
Phenix City. 

They are interesting, too, in view of 
the death in committee of a resolution be- 
fore the General Assembly to appoint a 
commission to investigate law enforcement 
on the local level, The resolution was re- 
ferred ‘to the administration-controlled 
State of Republic committee, and that was 
the end of it. The committee gave econ- 
omy as the reason for its thumbs-down 
attitude. 

The alliance of public authorities and 
racketeers is one of the illnesses of the 
times. Their mutual interests usually are 
gambling and liquor and, in some Cases, 
prostitution. 

Where these alliances flourish, the 
community suffers, fear is present and 
life is cheap. There have been many signs 
in the last year that all is not as 
it should be in some Georgia counties and 
towns. The factors that made Phenix City 
infamous are present in Georgia and 
should be rooted out.

Is There Real Defense 
Against the H-Bomb? 


Dr. Ralph E. Lapp—who certainly 
should know whereof he speaks—writes 
that 28 well-plaeed hydrogen bombs could 
devastate a vast region containing two- 
thirds of the nation’s industrial centers 
and 50 million inhabitants. 

In its frankest admission to date—per- 
haps motivated by the speculation aroused 
by Dr. Lapp’s statement—the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission announced yesterday 
just what would happen in a hydrogen 
bomb attack. 

The lives of all persons in an area 
140 miles long by up to 20 miles wide— 
assuming they took no protective meas- 
ures—would be seriously threatened by 
radioactive “fall out” from an H-Bomb 


blast such as the United States exploded’ 


at Bikini on March 1, 1954. Half the people 
160 miles downwind from the explosion 
might die; 5 to 10 per cent of those as 
much as 190 miles away would perish. 

In other words, the entire population 
of New York City and a huge area sur- 
rounding it could conceivably be wiped 
out by one bomb, 

Speaking in Oakland, Calif., recently, 
Gen James H. Doolittle pointed out that 
one medium-sized hydrogen bomb dropped 
into San Francisco Bay could create an 
inconceivable amount of death and de- 
struction. 

“The tidal wave alone,” 
little declared, “would sweep over Oak- 
land, all but the highest parts of San 
Francisco, Alameda, Berkeley, San Rafael, 
Sausilito and all the other thickly settled 
communities that ring the bay. All local 
airfields would be flooded with radio- 
active water... and the rain of radio- 
active particles might endanger the entire 
Sacramento Valley. ... One of our great- 
est ports and city complexes would be 
gone.”’ 

The United States should not take 
these warnings lightly. There is a tend- 
ency among us to disregard our. danger 
or to throw up our hands and accept it 
with a fatalism that could mean national 
suicide, 

Dr. Lapp, long associated with the 
nuclear weapons program, says that our 
civil defense planning is far behind the 
development of weapons. In other words, 
it’s still based on’ atomic—-not hydrogen 
bombs. 
comé mandatory that the government be- 
gin construction of an extensive system of 
survival shelters on the periphery of 
every large city.” 

The scientist says that the only thing a 
person can do to escape fatal radiation 
from hydrogen bombs is to go under- 
ground—in a shelter, basement or fox- 
hole—and wait a day or two for the radio- 
activity to die down. 

If his conclusions are correct, the 
country already is flirting with national 
suicide, Certainly the problem of civil 
defense deserves equally serious study as 
that of military defense of this country.

Despite all the noisy provoca- 
tions out of Peiping and Moscow, 
President Eisenhower continues to 
talk softly and seek an honorable 
reconciliation with the Communist 
world. 

At home, a conscious effort is 
being made in the fields of fed- 
eral-state relations, interparty re- 
lations, and labor union relations 
to avoid or minimize ancient feuds. 

The mood of the moment is to- 
ward conciliation of labor-man- 
agement disputes, towaNXl the ac- 
commodation of AFL-CIO differ- 
ences, 

There are exceptions, the pub- 
lic-vs.-private power dispute over 
Dixon-Yates is about as acrim- 
monious as it can be, 

There are some clouds on the 
horizon. Though earnings and prof- 
its and total employment are ris- 
ing, they are not rising as fast 
as the population of the nation. 
Thus, despite the prospect of bet- 
ter business in 1955, the prospect 
is also for more unemployment. 

Nevertheless,, the angry voices 
of the irreconcilables, goaded by 
political opportunism, have de- 
clined, The ranks of the extreme 
left in the Democratic Party and 
of the extreme right in the Re- 
publican have dwindled, and the 
pugnacious politicians are no long- 
er dominating the headlines as 
they did just a few short months 
ago. 

Several factors have contributed 
to this new spirit of moderation. 
In the first place, President Eisen- 
hower has become an evangelist 
for unity. 

Second, the President has adopt- 
ed the main lines of many of the 
foreign and domestic programs of 
the Democratic Party. He is still 
to the right of the New and Fair 


. 


Deals, and he is still for a small- 
er defense budget, less federal aid 
to education, less Washington in- 
tervention in the states and mu- 
nicipalities than the Democrats. 
But he is for more of these things 
than the Republican Party &p- 
proved in the ’30s and ‘40s. 

Third, the decisive political pow- 
er in the Democratic Party for 


the time being is in the hands of: 


the moderates. Adiai E. Steven- 
son of Illinois, the party’s most 
eloquent spokesman, was in sharp 
opposition as long as the admin- 
istration was talking about un- 
leashing Chiang Kai-shek, “‘liberat- 
ing’ the satellites, and adopting 
a policy of ‘‘massive retaliation.” 
But since these themes have been 
played down, if not repudiated, 
he has -had little to say in oppo- 
sition to the administration. 


More important, the Democrat- 
ic strength in Congress, as exert- 
ed by the moderate Southern 
chairmen of the committees, is not 
giving the President anything like 
as hard a, time as the Republi- 
cans gave Harry S. Truman. They 
will almost certainly put through 
Eisenhower's reciprocal trade 
agreements legislation this week, 
and the chances are that he will 
get more co-operation from the 
Demotrats*on his main policies 
than the President got from his 
own chairmen in the 83rd Con- 
gress, 

There is, of course, likely to be 
a difference in this Congress, as 
there was in the last, between 
what the President asks for in Jan- 
uary and what he fights for on 
Capitol Hill in May. Nevertheless, 
there is a kind of informal and 
unadmitted coalition running the 
government today,

The way things 
stand now, that is not anything 
that will help the Republican Par- 
ty as such.

beginning of the Roosevelt era 
during which it won its greatest 
gains, though there’s always been 
a staunch and loyal Republican 
minority. However, Gen. Eisen- 
hower had a strong attraction for 
labor before he identified himself 
as a Republican. 

But labor has become increase 
ingly disillusioned with hjs admin- 
istration. To them it bears the 
stamp of orthodox GOP, rather 
than the Eisenhower label.

JULIAN SAYS 
City’s Loss 
Cost South 
Civil War 


By ANNE GOWEN 

The South could have won the| 
Civil War if it hadn’t lost the| 
Battle of Atlanta. 

This is what Col. Allen P. 
(Red) Julian, military historian, 
told a recent meeting of the local 
Civil War Round Table. 

“GIVEN AWAY” | 

‘“‘And moreover,” Julian de- 
clared, “‘Atlanta was never cap- 
tured. It was given away.” 

The idea that Sherman’s attack- 
ing forces decisively outnumbered 
the Southern defenders is ‘‘pure 
myth,’’ according to Julian. 

“According to classic military 
theory, attackers should outnum- 
ber defenders 5 to 1 to besiege 
a city successfully,” Julian said. 

In July 1864 Sherman’s forces 
numbered 91,000 to Hood’s 64,000, 
Julian said. “‘This is a prepon- 
derance of men, but certainly not 
a decisive one,”’ Julian said. 

Atlanta was lost, Julian con- 
tended, because Confederate Pres- 
ident Jefferson Davis subscribed 
to a “‘fight, fight, fight’’ policy 
and, to further it, replaced John- 
son with Hood as the head of the 
Atlanta defenders. 


REELECTION FIGHT 

At the time Hood took over, 
Abraham Lincoln was facing 
strong opposition to his bid for 
reelection to the presidency. 

Many Northerners were weary 
of the war and wanted the North 
to negotiate a peace. 

‘Lincoln needed a big victory 
before election day. And Davis 
gave it to him,’’ Julian said. 


Sherman never could have 
taken Atlanta’s strong fortifica- 
tions or crossed the double line 
of trenches around the city be- 
fore the election if the defenders 
had followed Johnson’s policy of 
giving ground slowly at heavy 
cost to the attackers, Julian said.

Fuller Jury

Case Seated 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Feb. 15 
“—Husky Albert Fuller, 35, a 
two-gun chief deputy sheriff in the 
days when racketeers ruled Phenix 


City, went on trial today for the 
murder of vice-crusading A. L. 
Patterson. 

Eleven hours later, a jury had 
been chosen to determine his 
guilt or innocence. The 12 men 
of the jury, who must remain 
together throughout the trial, 
were locked up for the night, and 
will begin hearing testimony 
Wednesday morning. 

The announcement from Chief 
Prosecutor Cecil Deason that Ful- 
ler would be tried first instead of 
his codefendant, Arch Ferrell, 
came after a missing state wilt- 
ness was located in Florida and 
returned voluntarily to Alabama to 
testily. 

“READY” 

Both defendants had announced 
ready for trial. They expected the 
State to start with Ferrell, who 
was county prosecutor at Phenix 
City before Patterson's death top- 
pled a mighty vice empire. 

Special Judge J. R. McElroy 
and opposing attorneys then re- 
sumed the laborious task of pick- 
ing the 12-man jury to try Fuller. 

Ferrell, Fuller and former Ala- 
bama Atty. Gen. Si Garrett were 
indicted Dec. 9 on first degree 
murder charges for the gang-style 
slaving of Patterson in Phenix 
City last June 18. 

WITNESS DELAY 

Patterson, who had won the 
Democratic r>mination on the 
promise to rid Phenix City of its 
reign of racketeering, would have 
succeeded Garrett as attorney gen- 
eral. After the murdér, the slain 
man’s son, John, was elected. 

The trials were called yesterday 
but delayed 24 hours because a 
key state witness, Columbus, Ga., 
taxicab driver James Ray Taylor, 
had disappeared.

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Laughter, Tears 
Symbolize Mobile 


Mobile. It’s an injustice to any home town to confine your 
returnings to it to funerals. But it seems to me that there’s 
something peculiarly poignant about seeing Mobile, one of the 
oldest and gayest cities in America, take its place in anyone's 
mind as a city of sorrow. 


Mobilians are great on fun and frivolity. Their Mardi Gras, 
years older than the highly commercial Mardi Gras celebrated 
in New Orleans, manages to flavor life here year-round. 


It takes a special kind of fool to love Mobile, as Eugene 
Walters said in his fine book, ‘‘The Untidy Pilgrim.” He called 
the old town “sweet lunacy’s county seat’ and up to this trip 
it seemed to me to have a special charm not to be found any- 
where else on this earth. 

I was willing to laugh at its foibles—but only with other 
Mobilians. I loved its gaiety and its beauty and the first time 
I sat by the bier of a loved one at the old mortuary on Govern- 
ment street and listened to the Mardi Gras crowds go wild 
with excitement outside it struck me as only fitting in a place 
like Mobile. Tears and laughter are so akin. ‘Eat, drink and 
be merry for tomorrow you may die,’’ is the ancient and ac- 
cepted theme of this before-Lent celebration. 

Now I’m not sure I love Mobile any more. I no longer feel 
the old rapport with the aged beldame with the fron lace on 
her flounces and the azaleas in her hair. I know now it’s be- 
cause at last there have been too many funerals. 


A city is nearly always the people you know there—and 
now too many people have gone. This last one was my ‘mother- 
in-law. But better than that, she was my friend. She made a 
lie of all the legends about mothers-in-law because she had the 
wisdom to know that the woman who bears a man and the 
woman who marries him have a tremendous bond. 


She was kind and patient with the possessiveness of the 


young. In the gentle diplomacy which is a way of life with 
Mobilians, she knew that interference was the ultimate im- 
pertinence. 


Now she is gone and the friends who come in to comfort us 
seem to me to place emphasis on a quality that is particularly 
important in Mobile: Laughter. 

Her wit, her jokes, her constant ability to mock troubles, 


her own and her friends’, are the things that they’re most grate- 
ful for. The old and tottery ones who knew her as a child and 
the young ones who came and sat on the front porch and 
chatted with her on the long summer afternoons, all say the 
same. 


‘‘She was so funny, so gay. My, she enjoyed things!” 


She had troubles. She knew grief everyone must. She 
was a generous and thoughtful friend but the greatest thing she 
had to give was a sunny spirit, a joy in living. 


Now she is gone and I may not be coming back to Mobile 
again.

And then she added a thing 
which struck me as typically Mobile: ‘‘The debut parties just 
aren't what they used to be.’’
